No Evening Prayer, Adoration, and 
Benediction 

Sparks from Fr. Mark 

When John and I said yes to Fr. Mark about 
joining him and Lori Miller for a North 
American Forum on the Catechumenate, we 
were excited about spending a week in San 
Juan Bautista with two very good friends. 
God knew what would get John and me to this 
forum in California. 

After arriving at St. Francis Retreat Center for 
the forum, we were immediately put into a bi¬ 
lingual community. English was not 
necessarily the first language spoken - meat, 
potatoes and gravy were not necessarily the 
main stays at the meals. The little self 
contained community of OLBH was not 
necessarily that important anymore. Hearing 
Spanish inter-mingled with English took some 
getting used to - - we would defer to John to 
translate. Pretty soon Lori's Spanish classes 
kicked into gear and she was hearing "the 
word". 

It no longer was a forum for John and me. It 
became a pilgrimage for us. Through the 


classes and explanations of the Rite of 
Christian Initiation of Adults we were being 
affirmed in our teaching, facilitating, and 
sharing of our own classes back home at 
OLBH. But that affirmation was a spring 
board as well. This forum was not going to 
let us rest on our laurels. It told us to notch up 
our own classes and relationships in our 
Catholic Community. Not only do John and I 
need to reach out to the catechumens and 
candidates in our classes, but because of the 
bi-lingual approach at the forum, we want to 
reach out to our Vietnamese families in our 
parish. At the last Eucharistic celebration of 
the forum, it became tri-lingual. The 
languages were Spanish, English and 
Vietnamese. Did we understand the two non- 
English readings? No, not the words, but we 
heard the words in our hearts! 

We said this conference was also a 
pilgrimage. Well, it was because we visited 
three Mission Churches along the El Camino 
Real (The Kings Highway). San Juan 
Bautista, San Carlos Borromeo del Rio 
Carmelo, and San Francisco. The mission 
church in San Francisco is actually the 
Cathedral of St. Maty of the Assumption, the 
Mother Church of the Archdiocese. When 
looking at the cathedral, it looks like an 
agitator from a washing machine! How 
appropriate then that the Cathedral of St. 
Mary is jokingly called St. Mary Maytag. The 
Church continues to use the symbols of 
mother, cleansing us, washing us clean. And 
yes, agitating us to challenge the Catholic 
Community around our families. 

These churches also remind us of the presence 
of Christ among us. We were amazed by the 
simple beauty and faith manifested by these 
Mission churches we visited. We wondered 
how these churches touched the people who 
visited them. And how does the Catholic 
Church affect those who are visiting us?

Reflection

•Is it possible to put a faith filled life in 
financial terms? 

•How do you value your faith and God’s 
love? 

God does not hurry over things: time is his, 
not mine. And I, little creature, man, have 
been called to be transformed into God by 
sharing his life. And what transforms me is 
the love which he pours into my 
heart.... Living in our selfishness means 
stopping at human limits and stopping our 
transformation into divine love. And until I 
am transformed, sharing the life of God, 
through love, I shall be ‘of this earth,’ and not 
of ‘of that heaven." Baptism has raised me to 
the supernatural state but we must grow in this 
state, and the purpose of life is growth. And 
love, or rather God’s love is what transforms 
us.
